The observations of the weather man were 
discounted by scores of more ambitious ther- 
mometers in the outlying districts of. the 
Under the awning of a drug store at 


106° was recorded at 3 o’clock. In the Stock- 
Yards district 105° was reached at 1 o'clock, 
and in the southern portion of the city it was 


noticed that the greatest heat was shortly 
after the noon hour. On West Jackson boule- 


vard a thermometer registered 103° at 12:30. 


When the Lake Wind Came. 

Relief from the furnace heat of the after- 
noon came in the shape of what Forecaster 
Wals called a “dry thunder storm.” It 
was a sudden burst of wind off the lake under 
the same conditions as accompany a thunder 
storm. 

It took the temperature in hand in exactly 
forty-five minutes. It assumed control of 
the thermometer when the mercury touched 
In degrees—which is the highest reading the 
Weather bureau has for 7 o’clock or ob- 
servation time.“ In a half hour it has re- 
duced the heat to 76 degrees, and in ten 
minutes more it was down to the minimum 
of the day—66 degrees. Then for a time 
it climbed up again. 

The salvation of the city today depends on 
this same lake wind. Hovering around are 
the same conditions which brought the un- 
precedented heat of yesterday. A deflection 
of the wind to any thing between southeast 
and northwest will send the mercury climb- 
ing again. A hot, dry wind which has been 
baked for a week in the west will get an en- 
trance then with every probability that there 
will be no stopping the mercury short of 100. 

In the unofficial records of the city there is 
only one entry which tops that of yesterday. 
Fernando Jones vouches for a reading of 121 
degrees in 1848. That was one day when Chi- 
cago gave up work because it was too hot. 
There is also a recollection ‘of a day which 
was as hot as yesterday. That was in 
1856. There are no other rivals to the per-

NEW JERSEY TOWN 
OUT BY AN AUCTIONEER. 


Village of Lincoln, Once the Pride of 
Woman Suffragists, Knocked Down 
Under Hammer for $16,000. 


New Brunswick, N. J., July 10.—[Special.] 
—The Village of Lincoln, in the northern 
part of Middlesex County, once the pride and 
the hope of the woman suffrage agitators, 
was sold today under the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer for 510,000. 

The town was founded five years ago by 
Silas Drake, a land-owner, who organized 
the New Jersey Realty company, which pur- 
chased a big farm and cut it wings building 
and factory sites. 

The place seemed a success from the start. 
Many houses were erected, factories were 
established, a trolley line was laid through 
the main street, and the United States gov- 
ernment gave the town a postoffice. Soon 
afterward a municipal government was or- 
ganized, and the first Council of the place 
was composed entirely of women, equal suf- 
frage prevailing at the Lincoln elections. 

Soon the enterprise found itself in financial 
straits. Some of the stockholders applied 
for a receiver for the New Jersey Realty 
company. James P. Northrup of Jersey 
City was appointed and the sale arranged. 

The property sold 3 includes the town 
hall, the schoolhouse, tue of Lincoln, 
nearly 1,400 building * d several fac- 
tory sites.

The boy caught her in his arms, tore off 
the burning garment, and succeeded in put- 
ting out the fire before the child was burned 
seriously. The shock, however, had caused 
the girl to faint, and in the effort to free 
herself from the fire she had communicated 
the flamés to a quantity of curtains and 
other light material which lay in confusion 
about the place. 

In an instant the upper part of the house 
was in flames and smoke filled. the attic. 
The boy seized his sister, and, staggering 
through the smoke, found the stairway, 
finally depositing his burden on the first floor. 
Here he was almost overcome by the smoke 
and heat, but he tarried to sound the 
alarm.

DEATH OF A. F. SEEBERGER. 


Former Treasurer of the World’s Fair 
Succumbs to Illness in Des 
Moines, Ia. 


‘Anthony F. Seeberger, treasurer of the 
World's Columbian Exposition, and for 
many years prominent in Chicago’s business

Moines, Ia., where he went three months ago 
at a call from a sick relative. 

Mr. Seeberger was the Collector of the 
Port of Chicago during President Cleveland's 
first administration. He also was one or the 
organizers of the Edison Electric Light com 
pany. 

He was born in Wetslar, Prussia, in 1829, 
but was only 7 years old when his parents 
came to this country. They lived for two 
years in New York, and then moved to Ohlo, 
settling on a farm. When Anthony was 13 
years old he left home and went to Wooster, 
O., to become an errand boy in a dry goods 
store. In ten years he was a partner in the 
firm, but sold out his interest soon after he 
acquired it and journeyed west to Oskaloosa, 
Ia, There he became a hardware merchant 
and continued in business in the same town 
for| twelve years. 

en he came to Chicago, and in 1864 
3 —— the wholesale hardware store of See- 
rger & Breakey on Lake street. The firm 
was burned out in the fire of 1871, but, more 
fortunate than some others, it was able to 
secure the payment of the insurance it car- 
ried on its stock. The new store was situated 
at 10 and 12 West Randolph street, but later 
the firm rebullt on the Lake street site. 

In 1885 the firm became A. F. Seeberger & 
Co. The company sold out in 1890, Mr. See- 
berger retiring from active business. He 
accepted, however, the appointment of 
treasurer of the exposition company, but re- 
signed the post in August, 1893. ö 

Mr. Seeberger was Treasurer of the Mar- 
quette Life. Chicago's new insurance com- 
pany, of which he was one of the founders 
and to which he had devoted most of his time 
for the last few months.

SCHOOL FADS, 


Chicago's System Is Given At 
tention in the National 
Convention. 


SCORINGS FOR ORITICS. 


William M. Beardshear of Iowa 
Is Nominated for President 
of Association. 


NEW COLONIES RECOGNIZED. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. |] 

Detroit, Mich., July 10.—[Special.]—The 
convention of the National Educational as- 
sociation settled down to actual business 
today. There were occasional 
from the storm over the report on a nafional 
university that had passed yesterday. The 
discussions of What constitutes a fad?“ 
Is the curriculum overcrowded?’ and The 
centralization of rural schools,” became 
lively at times. 

The business of the convention was taken 
up and the Nominating committee will 
recommend to the convention tofhorrow the 
name of William M. Beardshear of Ames, 
Ia., for President of the association. IIII- 
nois, which was represented among the 
twelve Vice Presidents last year. by Colonel 
Francis W. Parker, will not have a place 
next year if the report of the committee 
fs adopted. State Superintendent Alfred 
Bayliss is nominated for a place on the Board 
of Directors. 

Chicago Schools Discussed. 

Chicago came in for its share of atten- 
tion when the discussion at the morning 
session turned tp the question of fads in 
schools. Educators were inclined to make 
sport of the discussions that have been go- 
ing on there. Professor William K. Fowler 
defined a fad as a ‘‘ perennial breeze from 
the Windy City.“ He also said that the 
people need not be worried where there were 
fads in the schools. Fads do not thrive 
in the slime of stagnant ponds, was the 
way he put ii.. Where there are fads there 
is life, thought, and the spirit of progress 
in the educational world.“ „ 

Superintendent F. Louis Soldan of St. 
Louis started the discussion by reading a 


examples of a fad in the school, Super- 
intendent Soldan gave the following illus- 
tration of what he says was actually ob- 
served in a large city school: 

The morning began with what was called 
an observation lesson.’ The children were 
asked to relate what they considered note- 
worthy in their experience of the evening 
before. 

Story of Child’s Observation. 

“One of the children related that they 
had an evening party at home, that they 
lived up-stairs, and that they had carried 
up two kegs of beer; chat when they were 
through with this they had carried up a 
keg of whisky. They had a good time. At 
this point the teacher wisely said: Now 
let us hear from some of the other chil- 


dren,’ 

“oh fer this exercise the children had some 
games, then an éxercise in posing and Tinally 
dancing the Virginia reel and the Lancers. 

“I have no doubt,” said Superintendent 
Soldan, that later in the day some time 
was devoted to the traditional work of 


Among the things specified by Superin- 

tendent Soldan as fads were: 
The three R fad, the education makes 
criminals fad, the spelling fad, the quick 
promotion fad, the extreme indulgence fad, 
the fad of superfivity and the fad of ec- 
centricity.“ His conclusion was that the 
public schools are ‘intended for education 
which is of common value, and not for 
specific walks of life. New studies intru- 
duced in the schoojs, he said, must have 
some accountable reason to the public. 

Professor Fowler took up the subject with 
hammer and tongs where Superintendent 
Soldan left it. He said a fad was somethting 
the editors, of Chicago papers were appar- 
ently in mortal fear of. The schools, he said, 
will never go back to the three R’s. 

What is a fad?“ he said. It is most 
often an educational subject seen through 
a stone wall. It is something different from 
what was taught in the schools when the 
adult public attended. It is somethting of 


ness or the value | 
As a rule I would say it is better to con- 
demn two or three hours plano practice a 
day in the home than to say we shall give up 
fifteen minutes of singing in the school. It 
would be as well to look for fads in the home 
and on the street as to spend so much time 
worrying about fads in the schools.“ 


Crowded Curriculum Opposed. 


Proféssor J. H. Vansickle, Superintendent 
of Schools, discussed the allled subject of 
the crowded curriculum. It was his opin- 
ion that too many things are taught before 
they are of any use to the child. He thought 
all the arithmetic of the eight grades could 
be taught in the last four, leaving the child 
to something that it could better appreciate 
at an earlier age. 

L. D. Bonebrake, State Commissioner of 
Schools in Ohio, discussed the subject of the 
centralization of rural schools at a meeting 
of the administration department in the aft- 
ernoon. The educators all appeared to in 
favor of the movement, as there was no op- 
position. He said the centralization of rural 
schools is one of the most important steps 
in overcoming the isolation of the farm. 
Illinois educators say another attempt will 
be made to pass a bill at the next session of 
the Legislature permittings the township 
consolidation. 

The Department of Higher Education ap- 
parently stood with the Council of Education 
on the matter of g national university. Pres- 
ident R. H. Jesse of the University of Mis- 
souri read a paper in which he favored lt 
and received the unanimous support of the 
department. 


Lively Time Over Nominations. 


The Committee on Nomination had a lively 
time at its session this afternoon. After 
William M. Beardshear had been nominated 
for President attention was turned to Vice 
Presidents and directors. Twelve Vice Presi- 
dents were wanted, and when twelve nomina- 
tions had been made the members of the com- 
mittee were anxious to close the polls so that 
a ballot would not be necessary. Some one 
rose and nominated the thirteenth man, Dr. 
Calvin A. Woodward of St. Louis. Then 
there was a stampede. Every one who had 


made a nomination wanted to withdraw his 


nominee. * 
The unlucky thirteen proved disastrous, 


and the session was prolonged for some time. 
Miss Catherine Goggin, who was elected a 
member of the Nominating committee by 
the Illinois delegation, after Alfred T. Bay- 
liss was named, returned Mr. Bayliss’ cour- 
tesy in withdrawing in her favor by nomi- 
nating him for trustee. He was elected. 


Nation’s Colonies Recognized. 

The National Educational association o- 
clally recognized Alaska, Ha wal, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines by calling for 
nominations on thé list of Vice Presidents 
that should represent them. 

William M. Beardshear, who is the nom- 
inee of the committee for the Presidency, 
and who is practically assured of election 
tomorrow morning, has been President of 
Ames (Ia.)

Columbus, O., July 10.—[Special.]—The 
Democratic State convention nominated its 
State ticket today, adopted a platform which 
ignored Bryan and the Kansas City conven- 
tion, and included in the State planks nearly 


all of the local reforms urged by Tom L. | 


Johnson, the reform Mayor of Cleveland. 

In the alleged stampede “for principles 
rather than men,” the most striking turn of 
the convention was on Bryan. The most bit- 
ter things were said of his leadership in the 
Committee on Resolutions this morning, 
where it was insisted that his name should 
Hot be mentioned and that there should be 
no reference to either of the national plat- 
forms on which he made his campaigns. 


After this plan had been agreed Gpon one | 


of the twenty-one members of that commit- 
tee offered a minority report, reaffirming the 
Kansas City platform and expressing confi- 
dence in Bryan. He received only six votes 
out of 950 delegates on his substitute for the 
platform preamble. 

A few moments after the platform was 
adopted one of these six delegates called at- 
tention to the fact that pictures of other 
Democrats were displayed in the hall, and 
none of Bryan as heretofore. He started to 
carry a small banner with Bryan's picture on 
it to the platform. The aisles were ordered 
cleared, but the picture did not reach its 
destination. It was trampled under foot and 
spoiled during the wild nstrations when 
Kilbourne was escorted into the hall. 


Platform on New Lines. 


The platform says that the Democrats of 
Ohio reaffirm their belief in the equality of 
taxation and other public burdens; their 
advocacy of the equal rights of all people, 
with special privileges to none; their hos- 
tility to the monopolization of industry with 
its tendency on the one hand to crush out in- 
dividual enterprise, and on the other to pro- 
mote a socialistic spirit among the people as 
the only Sefuge from oppression; and their 
faith in that theory and practice of consti- 
tutional government which brought the na- 
tion into existence and have preserved it to 
the present generation.
